Appropriation is Necessary 


That improvements are necessary at 


the University of Nevada to make the 
surroundings condusive to the enjoy- 
ment of the students was the con- 
clusion of the assembly committee and 
the board of 
education 
yesterday. 


Stewart, Gifford, Fesler, 
Lamberton 


and Fitzpatrick went to the college in 
tho morning, accompanied by Sadler 
Duborg, Trimble, O'Brien and Holmes 
of the board of education. 


The members of the committee on 


state institutions stated after the in- 
vestigation that it is probable the ap- 
propriation asked by the board 
of 


regents will be granted for $110,000. 
In other years the college has been 
given but $50,000 to last them during 
the interim of the legislative sessions, 


"We believe that 
the 
university 


needs the money which is asked for," 
said Assemblyman Gifford last night. 
"The improvements necessary at the 
school certainly demand the attention 
of the legislature. 


"Some of the buildings are in poor 


condition for study halls. The library 
is in a bad place in the basement of 
one of the. structures, and we will rec- 
ommend that it be moved. 
Cement 


walks should be constructed connect- 
ing all the buildings. The camps gen- 
erally should be improved, and money 
is required to do this. 
In Manzanita 


hall the floors are worn and in need of 
carpets. 
The girls who room there
